THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Gilsuni  in  the  County 
of  Cheshire  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Gilsuni  on  Tuesday,  the  ninth  day  of  March,  next  at  nine  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations of  the  same. 

3.  To  receive  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee  and 
act  in  any  manner  relating  thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

5.  To  appoint  a  committee  to  take  charge  of  the  ob- 
servance of  Memorial  Day. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  either  by  auction  or  private  sale  any  or  all  pieces  of 
real  estate  now  acquired  by  tax  deed. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Planning 
Board  of  five  (or  seven)  members  with  duties  as  set  forth  in 
Sections  1-15,  Chapter  53,  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire 
1942,  as  amended,  to  make  a  study  of  the  Town's  development 
and  report  to  the  Town  appropriate  recommendations  for  the 
promotion  and  maintenance  of  the  Town's  best  development. 
The  Board  members  shall  consist  of  one  Selectman  and  four 
(or  six)  other  citizens  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  as  provided 


in  Sections  1-15,  Chapter  53,  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire 
1942,  as  amended. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $700.00  for  the  benefit  of  the  Elliot  Community  Hospital. 
This  figure  is  based  on  the  Town's  proportionate  share  of  the 
total  being  asked  for  from  all  Cheshire  County  Towns. 

9.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  it.

2.  To  choose  a  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  school  board  for  the  en- 
suing three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  school  board  for  one  year 
to  fill  unexpired  term. 

5.  To  choose  a  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

6.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  school 
board  and  truant  officer,  and  fix  the  compensations  of  any 
other  officers  or  agents  in  the  district. 

7.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees, 
and  officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

8.  To  choose  agents,  auditors,  and  committees,  in  rela- 
tion to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of 
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statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the 
application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums,  as  are 
estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  equalization  fund 
together  with  other  income ;  the  school  board  to  certify  to 
the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and 
the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by 
the  town. 

10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $4,000.00  for  the  purchase  and 
installation  of  a  new  heating  system  in  the  elementary  school ; 
and  whether  the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the  school  board 
to  borrow  the  sum  upon  the  credit  of  the  district. 

11.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $14,000.00  for  the  construction, 
equipment  and  furnishing  of  an  additional  room  to  the  present 
elementary  school;  and  whether  the  district  will  vote  to 
raise  such  sum  through  the  issuance  of  serial  notes  or  bonds 
upon  the  credit  of  the  district  for  all  or  any  portion  of  the 
sum  so  raised  and  appropriated ;  and  to  authorize  the  school 
board  to  determine  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the 
notes  or  bonds  shall  be  issued  including  their  sale  and  the 
time  and  place  of  payment  of  principal  and  interest,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Bonds  Statute, 
N.  H.  Revised  Laws,  Chapter  72,  and  any  amendment  thereto. 

12.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  appoint  a  building 
committee  consisting  of  three  persons,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
moderator  to  work  with  the  school  board  in  the  matter  of 
supervision  of  the  construction  of  the  addition  to  the  elemen- 
tary building  providing  that  the  plans  and  specifications  shall 
finally  be  approved  by  the  school  board  acting  alone  as  re- 
quired by  law,  and  to  further  authorize  the  school  board  to 
execute  any  and  all  contracts  or  agreements  necessary  in 
connection  with  the  construction  and  equiping  of  said  addition.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilsnm : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  superintendent  of 
your  school. 

Achievement  tests  were  given  in  all  the  grades  this  past 
spring  and  general  ability  tests  were  given  this  fall.  Compari- 
son of  the  results  of  these  tests  are  being  used  to  evaluate 
the  success  of  the  pupils,  aid  in  guidance  and  help  improve 
the  educational  program. 

Test  results,  pupil  grades  and  other  information  that  will 
aid  in  counseling  pupils  are  now  kept  on  a  new  permanent 
record  form  that  contains  much  more  helpful  information.  In 
addition,  each  pupil  has  an  individual  folder  containing  in- 
formation that  cannot  be  condensed  on  a  permanent  record 
form. 

A  great  deal  of  improvement  was  accomplished  this  past 
spring  and  summer  in  the  functional  as  well  as  the  aesthetic 
aspects  of  the  school.  With  the  financial  assistance  of  the 
Keene  Lion's  Club  (who  paid  one-half  the  cost)  fluorescent 
lights  were  installed  in  each  class  room.  Our  thanks  and 
appreciation  to  the  Keene  Lion's  Club  for  making  this  im- 
provement possible.  The  civic  interest  and  generosity  of  this 
club  will  certainly  mean  better  health  for  the  children  of 
Gilsum. 

The  north  and  west  sides  of  the  building  were  insulated 
this  past  summer  which  has  made  the  rooms  much  more 
comfortable  this  winter.  In  addition,  the  classrooms  have 
been  painted  in  attractive  colors  that  make  them  much  more 
pleasant  for  both  pupils  and  teachers. 

The  assignment  of  grades  to  teachers  and  rooms  was 
changed  this  year  in  order  to  achieve   a  better  distribution 
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of  the  overload  of  pupils  to  each  teacher  and  to  allow  pupils 
in  the  first  grade  to  be  given  more  attention  during  their  first 
year  of  school.  Mrs.  Truenian  has  grades  one  and  two  in  the 
south  room,  Mrs.  Jernberg,  grades  three,  four  and  five  in  the 
east  room  and  Mr.  Davis  has  grades  six,  seven  and  eight  in 
the  west  room. 

The  increase  in  enrollment  last  year  was  nine.  This  year's 
increase  is  eleven,  a  total  increase  of  twenty  for  the  two  years 
which  is  an  increase  of  over  twenty  per  cent.  This  means  that 
for  every  five  pupils  in  1951,  there  are  six  pupils  in  1953. 

Each  teacher  has  an  average  of  thirty-six  pupils  in  their 
room  and  is  teaching  three  grades.  There  is  not  enough  time 
in  the  teaching  day  for  the  teacher  to  do  the  work  they  would 
like  to  do  with  groups  and  individuals  when  they  are  loaded 
with  this  number  of  pupils  and  grades.  Another  room  and 
teacher  is  needed  if  Gilsum  children  are  to  receive  an  edu- 
cational opportunity  comparable  to  the  average  in  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

The  average  salary  of  your  teachers  was  $2,500.00  for 
the  year  1953-1954.  The  average  salary  for  elementary  teach- 
ers for  1952-1953  in  New  Hampshire  was  $2,879.00.  Add 
$175.00  to  this  figure  which  was  about  the  average  raise  and 
we  have  an  average  of  $3,054.00  which  finds  us  paying  an 
average  of  $554.00  less  than  the  average  for  the  state.
